John had come into favor was Joanna,the name of a holy woman of the gospelwho waB never canonized, but received
her title of sanctity In honor of one of
the St. Johns. In the twelfth centurythe feminine form snrang into real
prominence in the south of France and
north of Spain Jehanne and Jeanne
were the popular French forms and
Juana was the favorite In Spain. Many
